Oklahoma City, Feb. lo.—*FY)1 low­ 
ing a decided setback administered 
to the prohibition bill through the 
decision of the senate to postpone its 
further consideration at this time, a 
fiilibuster was started by some of the 
friends of that bill 
against 
other 
pending legislation, and particularly 
the house bill by Marshall, the blind 
representative from Cimarron county, 
appropriating $45,000 for the drilling 
of test wells for artesian water in 
the Panhandle counties. 
A large majority of the senate was 
determined to put that bill through, 
practically as it stood, but was un­ 
able to get around 
the obstructive 
tactics employed by the other side, 
and get the bill through the commit­ 
tee ot the whole and advanced to 
third reading until after 7 o'clock. 
The * senate refused to make the 
prohibition bill a special order for 
Saturday, or any succeeding day, and 
its action seems to indicate that con­ 
siderable difficulty will be experi­ 
enced in securing the passage of any 
kind of prohibition legislation at this 
session. In fact, the basis for the 
motion of Senator Echols to defer 
further consideration of the bill was 
that the law is good enough as it 
stands and does not need to be made 
any more stringent. 
During the consideration of the 
prohibition bill the senate took time 
to strike out the section prohibiting 
the i>ossession of liquor at a place 
of business or club, which occasioned 
so much debate on Tuesday. The con­ 
sideration of the section was finished 
on that day, but no vote was taken 
on its adoption. The vote was taken 
when the bill was first called up 
Friday" and the section failed of adop­ 
tion. l l to 16.

The Baptists of Ada are to build a 
new church, or what is 
the 
same 
thing, will remodel and enlarge the 
present building until it will be the 
same as a new' one. 
The house will be moved back some 
fifteen or twenty feet. It will be rais­ 
ed several feet higher so that there 
wiii 
ample room for a basement. 
The two spaces on the north and 
south sides of the projecting wing 
will be converted into rooms, a large 
porch with concrete steps leading 
up to it placed in front and the porch 
supported by fine concrete pillars.
